He Afcendant or firft Houle in any Revolution-figure 
of the World, according to the beft Mafter#in A- 
ftrologie, always hath figmification of the commen Peo» 
ple, and the general Affairs carried on in that Nation Of 
Country for which the Scherne waserected.

late Harveft, and very moift, for. Saturn in Cancer portends 
no lefs, yet Jupiter being in Trine to the Culp, of the 
fourth Honfe, doth in part. affift, Saturn in his weaknels, 
for Fupiter is. a real, Friend to Saturn, Sikewile Saturn 1s

Fifthly, upon, the Cufp of the fifth ;Houfe defcends 
12 Degrees of Pifcess. Fupiter Lord thereof pofited ,in his 
Detriment, the Dragons Tail and the -déoon in, the fifth 

Houle; 
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Houfe, Mars in Oppofition to the Cufp thereof, and in 
Square of Jupiter who is Lord of the Houfe, from thefe 
Configurations no pleafant Judgment can be deduced, 
therefore judge that this Year will produce many obor- 
tions and other dangers, and difficulties to Women with 
Child, and in Child-bed, ‘ftrange kind of debaucheries 
and notorious exploits acted, ‘many Infants privately mur- 
theredand made away, for Mars infquare of Fupéter por- 
tends nolefs. 7upzter Lord of the fifth Houfe, and thofe 
exploits willbe moft acted inand about London, for Fu- 
piter is affidted in Gemini, which is that famous City of 
Londons Af{cendant, God preferve it with its many thou- 
fands of Inhabitants.

Diftemper to happen amongf{t us, for Vesus being Lady 
of the Afcendant, gives hopes of the fame.

Venus, will bear a good Price, 
being Venus 1s Lady of the Afcendant,and pofited fo itrong 
in her owti Effential Dignities, and having no Affli@ion 
atall. © The Commodities fignified by Saturn, be thefe, 
vix.. Wood, Coals, Lead, Stone, Marble, Black Gloath, 
all kind of fated Druges. Under Fupiter is Wheat, and 
the beft of Grane ufeful for Mankind, Saffron, Scarlets 
Cloath, arid other kind of rich Drapery, the Amethyft, 
Chryftal, Emerald , Tin. And ‘under atercury we find 
Quickfilver, and all kinds of Vitriolated Medicines,Peniy- 
Coloured Silks, and Stuffs, the Metchafite, to pafs with 
all forts of Books, Papers, Parchments, Velloms, and all 
thefe things fignified by thefe Planets, bear but alow and 
mean Price. ‘* Likewife all Perfons fignifted by thefe 
‘Planets will be bucof mean and low Efteem, Thefe Per- 
fons fignified by Saturxz, Fupiter, and Mercury, be thefe. 
And firtt of Saturn: Husbandmen, Clowns, Farmets,Old- 
men, Maulfters, Sectaries, Jews, Monks, Jefuits, Sextons 
of Churches, and Curriers, Dreffers of Leather, Diggers 
of the Earth; day-Labourers, alfo Bricklayers, Titers, 
and Plummers, Colliers, Dyers of Black Cloath, all deals 
ers in black or fad Commodities, as Blackfmirhs. And 
Saturn fignifies: aged People, Fupiter fignifies all Judges, 
Lawyers, young Schollers, all forts of Clergy-Men, aif 
Cloathiers,* Woollen-Drapers ; and uch’ like. Mercury 
fignifies Philofophers, Mathematicians; Aftrologers, Di-

And under the Moon, all forts of fhell-Fifh, and moft o- 
ther Fifh, all manner of Juicy Plants, as Coleworts, Cab- 
bage, Melons, and Silver, either in Coyn, or in the Mine 
or Oars: all thefe things fignified by Mars, Venus, and 
the Moon, may bear an indifferent good Price, 

- Next we come to thofe Perfons fignified by Mars, Venus, 
and the Moon, and firft of Mars. Thofe Perfons figni- 
fied by Mars, are Generals of Armies, Captains, Colonels, 
Souldiers in general, Phyfitians, Chymifts, Apothecaries, 
Chyrurgeons, Marfhals, Gunners , Tobacconifts, Iron- 
Mongers, Coffe-Sellers: and under Venus, are Women, 
generally Maids, Wives, and Widdows, Silkmen, Mer- 
cers, Muficians, Linen-Drapers, Painters, Embnxoiderers, 
Jewellers, Perfumers, Players, Lapidaries, Gravers, Cho- 
rifters, Limners, Picture-drawers, Upholfters, Glovers,and 
Exchangemen: and under the Moon are Great Ladies, 
and Women, generally the Common People, Travellers, 
Vintners, Brewers, F ifhmongers, Marriners,Carriers,Coach- 
men, Midwives, Nurfes, and all thefe willbe of good E- 
fieem afd Credit this Year. 

So much for the Perfons, and Commodities fignified 
by'the Planets, next I come to {peak of other things. In 
the firft place, expe&t a hor Summer, a mean Winter, 
ad a late Harveft, good cheap garden Herbs, plenty of 
Hemp, Flax and Hony,. great Mortality amongft old Peo- 
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thers, and Robberies fhall be committed inmany places, 
and likewifethere will be great complaint for the want of 
Trade and Monies, 

According to the Rules of Art, I find Fupzter to have 
moft Effential Dignities in the Afcendant Mid-Heaven, 
and place of the Luminaries; therefore I conclude him 
to be Lord of the Figure, and finding Mars Lord of the 
fecond Houfe in the roth Retrograde,in Square of Fupiter 
who is Lord of the Figure, hence I judge much Preju- 
dice, Lofs and Damage may happen to Ferfons of Digni- 
ty and Renown, or fuchas are Imployed in place of great 
Truft, whether it be Nobility or Gentry, or men of Re- 
ligious Orders, whether Ecclefiaftical or Legal Fun@is 
ons, Lawyers and all iorts of men and things fignified by 
Jupiter, likewife Jupiter being Lord of the fifth, he will 
caufe. much Pain and trouble to Child-bearing Women, 
likewife much Affiiétion to young Children, Saturn being 
in the ninth Houfe near the Square of Mercury who is 
Lord thereof, threatensmuch Lofs and Damage to the 
Merchants at Sea, yet Venus being Lady of the Afcen- 
dant Pofited fo ftrong in herown Effential Dignities in 
Sextile to Saturn, and Mays doth in part mitigate the Evil 
threatned by them, likewife énus is Lady of the twelfth, 
hence we may conclude that our great Cattel will ftand in 
Health and Safety, yet we cannot promife that we are 
free from many private Enemies, becaufe Mars who is 
Lord of the 7th isin the roth Retrograde and in Square 
of Fupiter, who is Lord of the Figure, yet Venus being 
in Trine of Mars doth fomewhat mitigare the Evil 
threatned by Mars. This Ifpeak upon good grounds,for 
what Mars bindeth, Venus loofeth, and what Saturn bind- 
eth, 7upiter loofeth, and as for the Conjun@ion of the 
Sun Mercury and the Moon in the fifth in Aries Englands 
Sign 5 Iwill give the Reader leave to jatdge of it, yet 
the Effedis cannot be very great, becaufe the Sun and 
Mercury apeneat to a Sextile of Fupiter. Though Saturn 
threatens them with his Square Ajpecé. God preferve our 
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famous City of London, with its many thoufands of Inha- 
bicants from Fire and other Calamities. Likewife God 
preferve our gracious King Charles, and fend that he may 
vanquifh and overcome all his Enemies.
